The scene of the robbery and the imme- 
diate vicinity was one of confusion. The 
killing of the policeman drew an immense 
throng. 
G. L. MeInerney, special detective of the 
Hub clothing store, was the first to enter 


the Cook agency after the murder. He 
found the place deserted. A noise in the 
vault attracted his attention, and he was 


able to converse with Stone, who, with his 
office force, was locked inside.

the Germanic peoples over all others of 
Aryan descent. It is certain that he had 
ho sympathy with the conclusions drawn 
by southern slaveholders from his views, 
and a reading of the present translation 
showe that he would never have ap- 
proved the extreme claime of the Bern- 
hardi school of Prussian patriotism. Let 
us at once abaolve him from responsibility 
for the madnesses thought, believed, and 
committed in his name.

The boy problem became the boy and 
girl problem yesterday, when Judge 
Joseph Z. Uhlir of the Morals court in an 
interview reminded social workers and 
| others seeking to prevent juvenile crime 
that there are bad girls as well as bad 
boys. 

Judge Uhlir said that what seems to be 
_ the greatest need for girls is an institution 


for the care of the feeble minded. He 


recommended a farm colony. He said 
there is need, also, for an institution for 
homeless and penniless girle who have 
adopted immorality as a means of liveli- 
hood, ; 
Clubs Gee Needs. ’ 

The Chicago Woman's club, the Wor- 
en's City club, and the Chicago Political 
Equality league are among the women’s 
organizations which are interested in es- 
tablishing such institutions. 

“Tt is no use sending the mentally de- 
ficient girls who come to this court to the 
bridewell,” he said. “ Their wayscannot 
be changed there. They will get into the 
sume trouble after they are released. On 
a farm colony they could be trained to 
aume remunetfative occupation.”

FIVE NEGROES MEET DEATH 
AT HANDS OF GEORGIA MOB. 


Blacks Held for Killing of Sheriff 
Taken from Jail and Hanged on 
One Tree. . 


Sylvester, Ga., Jan. 21—The death of 
five Negroes, whose bullet riddled bodies 
were found early today hanging from a 
tree near Starkville, Ga., was held in a 
coroner’s verdict returned this afternoon 
to have been due to “ strangulation and 
gunshot wounds at the hands of unknown 
parties.” There was no indication that 
any further investigatiom would be con- 
ducted by the authorities. 

The Negroes, accused of implication in 
the killing of Sheriff Moreland at Stark- 
ville, were taken from the jail here late 
yesterday by a small party of men, who 
gained access to the cells through a well 
planned ruse and whisked the five prison- 
ers away in automobiles. 

They persuaded the sheriff to open the 
jail doors by asking permission to place 
a Negro they brought with them in a cell 
for safe keeping. The Negro disappeared 
while the sheriff was being overpowered 
and efforts to locate him or learn his 
identity have been fruitless.

Babies Divorced 
by Billy Roche 


Fight Referee Wins Under 
fhe Shadow of | 


MISS LORD ONLY WIFE 


Billy Roche, counted the best fight ref- 
eree in America, obtained a divorce yes 
terday in Chicago in manner peculiar. 
Roche was in a tight hole. He still is. He 
was in fear of prosecution for bigamy or 
violation of the Mann act. For in 1908, 
says Pauline Lord, the actress who has 
been playing in “On Trial,“ she was 
married to Roche. She saye she knew 
nothing of his firat wife. 

It is this ame Gret wife, Mrs. Nefite 
Noche, that Roche has divorced. She 
doesn’t know she was divorced, for she 
received no notice of the divorce sult. Ro- 
cently she sued Miss Lord in San Fran- 
cisco for $15,000 for alienating her hus- 
band’s affections. 


“Dead” Divorce Bill. 

A “dead” divoroe bill was revivified 
dy Roche's lawyer, Emile V. Van Bever, 
to obtain the decree. 

The suit wae filed on July 10, 19138, in the 
Cook county Circuit court, through At- 
torney Eugene P. Kealy. It ‘set forth 
that the Roches were married in New 
York on March 17, 1800, that they had 
had two children, and that Mrs. Roche 
had deserted him in August, 1903. 

He told me he hadn't seen his wife in 
years and didn't know where she was,” 
said Attorney Kealy, 80 I sent formal 
rotice to her last address, 844 Anne's ave- 
nue, New York. The letter came back 
undelivered.” 

After the sult was filed Roche went to 
New Orleans. Attorney Kealy forgot 
about the case. On Jan. 13, 1014, Judge 
McGoorty dismissed it for lack of prose- 
‘cution. 


Trouble for Miss Lord. 

Last November Miss Lord's company 
reached San Francisco, where Mrs. Nel- 
lie Roche lives with her children, In- 
stantly she filed the alienation suit and 
perved it. Mrs. Roche declared her hus- 
band hed deserted her in 1902. 

** But I met Roche in 1004, when I was 
15, and he befriended me, and in Augult, 
1909, we were married in Jersey City,” 
protested Miss Lord. “ Three years ago 
T heard of his first marriage, and imme 
diately left alan.“ 

Federal officials cocked their headsand 
looked wise, Roche nervously thought 
of the Mann act.. On Nov. 27 last Attor- 
ney Van Bever said in an interview with 
Tue Tatum that he probably would 
start suit to annul Roche’s marriage to 
Pauline Lord. 

“The marriage to Nellie Roche was 
performed without any marriage license 
having been issued,“ he said, “ so Roche 
thought his marriage was illegal, and he 
married Miss Lord” 

But apparently Attorney Van Bever was 
informed by Roche of the 1913 divorce 
suit. The lawyer learned it had been 
dismissed. So on Wednesday he went be- 
fore Judge Karsten and had it reinstated. 
Then came the hearing.

Wheat prices closed in new high ground 
yesterday, with net gains of Ae for the 
May and 3@3%c for the July. In the lat- 
ter part of the session there was general 
baying on the reports of liberal sales for 
export, higher premiums for cash wheat, 
Strong Liverpool advices and fear of cold 
weather damage to the winter wheat 
crop.
